'Huge impact' of placement of vulnerable people 


THANET has been let down 
by a “public policy failure”, ac¬ 
cording to the outgoing chief 
executive of the county council. 

Peter Gilroy departs his post in May 
next year and in an interview with 
our sister paper Kent on Sunday lists 
his achievements during his time at 
County Hall - however, he also talks 
about regrets relating to the regener¬ 
ation of the coastal towns. 

“I think I would have probably liked 
to have been more radical and taken a 
closer interest in the regeneration of the 
coastal towns,” he said. 

Speaking about the more deprived

coastal areas of Kent such as Thanet 
and Dover, he said: “There has been a 
public policy failure about how the 
migrant population - and I don’t 
mean immigrants from abroad, I 
mean from London - have ended up in 
the poorer parts of Kent and how that 
has impacted on the communities of 
these areas. 

“Hotels in the 70s in seaside resorts 
turned into bedsits... I think I could 
have done more. I don’t think I’ve 
done enough on that.” 

Asked by Yourthanet for more 


details about his concerns regarding 
the isle, he said that the impact of 
large numbers of people being placed 
in the area for different reasons had 
“had a huge impact”. 

“There has been a cavalier approach 
from all over the country to placing 
vulnerable children into these areas, 
and then you had prisons placing into 
the same area,” said Mr Gilroy. 

“If you keep putting disadvantaged 
people in the community, then don’t 
expect to have strategic regeneration, 
because it won’t happen. 

“For me the public policy failure was 
not saying that if you place people into

'Staycationers' 
give lifeboat a 
hectic summer

RAMSGATE’S lifeboat is 
the busiest in Kent, accord¬ 
ing to RNLI figures. 

The charity has compared the 
amount of launches that its boats 
were given in Kent during last sum¬ 
mer with this summer. 

The Ramsgate boat was launched 
42 times over the period of June, July 
and August of this year. 

The number of launches was down 
on the same period last year, when it 
hit the water 49 times, but it was still 
the busiest in Kent. 

The figures were issued last week 
and show that Margate lifeboat was 
launched 25 times, up on the 19 
launches last summer. 

The summer 2009 figures show that 
rescues by lifeboat stations in Kent 
are at their highest level ever, exceed¬ 
ing last year’s figure by 3 per cent. 

In Kent there were 195 launches in 
total, spread over the eight RNLI 
lifeboat stations which cover the coun¬ 
ty’s coastline. 

RNLI divisional inspector Andrew 
Ashton said the increase in people 
staying in the UK for holidays and the 


increase in water-based leisure activi¬ 
ties were among the factors which 
could be to blame. 

“Lifeboat stations have carried out a 
great deal of rescues, exceeding even 
last year’s launch figures. While public 
awareness of our safety messages has 
increased, demand for our lifeboats 
has been higher than ever, possibly 
down to more people holidaying at 
home this summer, and the good 
weather Kent has seen, which is the 
best for a number of years. 

‘While the Great British public is 
relaxing on holiday, our crews are sac¬ 
rificing their time, whether this is 
morning, noon or night, to go to their 
aid, demonstrating their enthusiasm 
and willingness to help others. 

“Water-based activities are more 
accessible to the mass market - mean¬ 
ing that more people are using the sea 
for leisure. 

“While the majority enjoy their 
watersports without getting into trou¬ 
ble, some end up needing the help of 
the RNLI’s lifeboat volunteers, so it’s 
really important that this group of 
sea-users supports us.” 

The RNLI’s lifeboat launch and life¬ 
guard incident figures for summer 
2009 are preliminary, with final verifi¬ 
cation yet to take place.

THE Stour, which forms part of 
Thanet’s natural boundary, is one of 
the most polluted rivers in the country. 

And environmentalists are warning of dire 
consequences for its wildlife if water quality 
does not improve. 

Tests have revealed that the water quality 
in much of the River Stour, which flows into the 
sea between Pegwell and Sandwich Bays, is in 
the worst two per cent of the country’s rivers. 

And the report by the Environment Agency 
says that the Stour estuary at Pegwell is pollut¬ 
ed with chemicals such as oestrogen and fer¬ 
tilisers, which are having an impact on wildlife 
in the SSSI (Site of Special Scientific Interest). 

Seaweed 

Dr Geoff Meaden, from Canterbury’s Christ 
Church University, says fertilisers from farm¬ 
ing are stimulating the growth of algae and 
seaweed in the bay, showing that “water quali¬ 
ty there is not as good as it should be.” 

The geographer and specialist on Kent’s 
water resources, said: “It has affected the 
amount of biological productivity in the bay, 
which is huge, and means seaweed is growing 
and thriving more than it usually would. 

“It encourages a huge amount of algal 
growth, which tends to clog things up. Some 
animals have difficulty dealing with it 
because it mats together and creates these 
huge rafts of seaweed.” 

He warned that if the issue was not 
addressed, a variety of species such as otters, 


kingfishers and water voles may be wiped from 
rivers such as the Stour for good. 

He said the water quality has also taken its 
toll on the mudflats and its inhabitants. 

“Lugworms are disappearing because they 
don’t like the quality of the effluent coming out 
of the river. It also affects the numbers of shell¬ 
fish and that has a knock-on effect for the birds 
which eat the worms.” 

Dr Meaden is calling for the Environment 
Agency to take action. 

He said: “They should have enough powers 
to revoke the licences that farmers have to take 
water out of the river. That law needs to 
be changed. 

“They have got to get the sewage plants to do 
better filtering of water. So the quality of water 
going back in is better, too. 

“I predict that in about 25 years there will 
not be any flow at all in the river at some 


points during the summer. The river can’t cope 
with the demands that are made on it.” 

Falling water levels means that the flow of 
pollutants is more noticeable than before. 

At times of low rainfall up to 70 per cent of 
the water in the Middle Stour between Ashford 
and Canterbury has passed through the 
Ashford sewage plant. 

Dr Meaden said: “The amount of water com¬ 
ing into the Stour is very low and the flow 
has gone down by about 10 per cent over the 
last 50 years. 

“As the water gets lower and more people 
move into the area, a higher percentage of the 
sewage goes back into the river over time.” 

The Environment Agency has found only 
five out of 6,114 rivers it has surveyed in the 
UK are clean. 

None of the five which meet agreed common 
European standards are in Kent or Medway. 


Town councillors 
angry over snub 
from airport boss 

A RAMSGATE town councillor says the 
chief executive of Manston’s Kent Inter¬ 
national Airport has turned down the 
offer to meet the elected representatives 
of the new body. 

The council invited Matt Clarke to talk 
to it about the latest application for night- 
flying hours at the airport, but Yourthanet 
understands he declined the invitation. 

Richard Nicholson, a former leader of 
Thanet council and a member of the coun¬ 
cil, which was formed earlier this year, 
said: “As far as I know, the chief executive 
has declined the offer to come and talk to 
us about the application. 

“Ramsgate Town Council as a body 
invited him and I’m told he has refused, 
which I personally find very disappoint¬ 
ing as a town councillor. 

‘Tm on the scrutinee committee and this 
application is important to the future of this 
town. I’m told he is not willing to come and 
talk and would rather stick to what he calls 
the format with Thanet council, even 
though I’m not sure that has been decided.” 

Flightpath 

Large parts of the town lie under the 
airport flightpath and the noise created 
by planes coming over is the cause of 
much debate and protest. 

A decision to allow or turn down the 
proposed night-flying hours will affect 
thousands of people. 

Mr Clarke said: “We submitted our pro¬ 
posal to Thanet council and it is engaged 
in a formal consultation process with resi¬ 
dents regarding the proposed night-time 
flying policy. 

‘As part of the Thanet council-managed 
process, I will be making myself available to 
speak with residents about the proposal.” 

Cllr Nicholson said: “It is important peo¬ 
ple understand what’s going on with this 
application. If it’s done wrong, then the 
genie really is out of the bottle.”

Big housing plans 
for Hereson site 

A PLAN to redevelop the former site 
of Hereson School in Broadstairs has 
been submitted to Thanet council. 

Kent County Council wants to build 
150 homes on the land now that the 
boys’ school has almost vacated the site. 

The outline planning application is 
for a low-density scheme and public 
consultation has been carried out. 

The proposals comprise detached, 
semi-detached and terraced houses 
with two to five bedrooms. 

The initial application, being sub¬ 
mitted by TCA Property of West 
Mailing, is aiming to establish the 
principle of any residential develop¬ 
ment as well as the density and access 
to the site and homes. 

The final design and appearance of 
the development would be the subject 
of a later, more detailed, planning 
application. 

The early plans exclude provision for 
flats, as there are too many in the area. 
That means the homes will be designed 
with families in mind and will have 
back gardens, matching up with the 
results of the consultations. 

A village green of about one hectare 
is also proposed for the northern part 
of the site. 

Financial contributions towards 
improvements at the Memorial 
Recreation Ground off Lawn Road 
and at Pierremont Park, both in 
Broadstairs, would also be made. 

If the plans are approved by Thanet 
council, KCC will be able to sell the site 
with planning permission in 2011.

Thanet, the whole of the money that 
you get for those people will transfer 
to the authority you place within. 

“If, for instance, a child is placed 
here that costs the Government 
£2,000 a week, all that 
money should go to 
Thanet, rather than 
£500 to pay for the 
child’s care, with the 
other £1,500 being 
pocketed by the people 
who sent them here. 

We should have had 
conventions in place, 
nationally and locally. 

Perhaps we could have 
done more on that. 

“When you look at 
the number of children 
placed here, it comes to 
about 20 per cent of the 
private fostering services for the 
whole of England. That’s a huge 
amount and if you look at areas like 
Cliftonville it’s evident.” 

“I’d like to see a more radical, 
aggressive approach in Thanet, with 
a public-housing company set up. 

“Tinkering on the edges is not 
working. We need to stop placing dis¬ 
advantaged people in the poorest 


communities. And if that does happen, 
there need to be financial sanctions.” 

“There are some great people in 
Thanet, it’s a great place, but if we are 
serious about changing it for the better 
we have to go back to first principle, 
good-quality housing, 
good-quality education 
and good-quality leisure. 

“If you have that you 
will change the popula¬ 
tion profile because you 
will attract people.” 

But Clive Hart, the 
Labour group leader in 
Thanet, said: “Mr Gil¬ 
roy raises points here 
that I talked about for 
years as a county coun¬ 
cillor and it’s interest¬ 
ing that now he is leav¬ 
ing he agreed that this 
is the case. 

“I’m not saying it’s a turnaround, 
but I raised the neglect of Thanet at 
meeting after meeting. 

“KCC focuses on children too much 
when the problem is much wider, 
with ex-offenders, drug addicts and 
people with mental health problems 
sent from other parts of Kent - it 
wasn’t just London. We have been 
used as a dumping ground.”

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In for a penny as elderly 
back community toilets

A SCHEME that could see the isle’s 
pubs, cafes and restaurants allow 
public access to their toilets is gain¬ 
ing momentum, with Thanet coun¬ 
cil considering the proposal. 

The community toilets scheme has been adopt¬ 
ed by authorities such as the London Borough of 
Richmond. 

It has proved so successful that the Thanet 
Senior Citizens’ Forum believes that it could 
work here on the isle. 

In the scheme, places such as pubs, cafes and 
libraries are given a yearly sum to open up their 
toilets. In Richmond the figure is £600, with pub¬ 
lic liability insurance paid for by the authority. 

When the toilets are opened, a sticker is put in 
the door of the venue to notify the public that 


they are welcome to 
use the facilities. 

Forum member 
Jaye Jones, from 
Margate, said: “This 
is a problem for the 
elderly - some have 
to plan their journeys 
from one toilet to the 
next, which many 
people don’t really 
think about. 

“I didn’t until I 
joined the forum. The 
scheme is something 
the council should 
really consider.” 

Barry Coppock, the 

chairman of the forum and a former leader of 
Thanet council, said: “Local authorities do not 
have to provide toilets, so when budgets get tight 
one of the things they cut out is public toilets.

“They can be expensive to maintain due to van¬ 
dalism and over the years Thanet council has 
certainly closed some. We’re now down to the last 
ones.” 

Thanet council closed four public toilets earlier 
this year, to a chorus of criticism. Three were later 
reopened. 

Mr Coppock said: “In an area like ours, with the 
high percentage of elderly residents, it would be 
beneficial to get involved with such a scheme. A 
lot of people would support it. I would be interest¬ 
ed to hear what people think, especially those 
who own businesses which might take part.” 

A Thanet council official said: “The council is 
considering a community toilet scheme, such as 
the one in Richmond, after the council was con¬ 
tacted by the Senior Citizens’ Forum. A paper will 
be considered by the overview and scrutiny panel 
at its next meeting.” 

She added: “For the size of our area, from 
checks we have made, we still provide more toi¬ 
lets than almost any other district council.”

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Warm tributes 
after tragic loss

THE grieving family of a teenager 
who died after being hit by a car 
have described him as a “phenom¬ 
enal and wonderful person”. 

The mother and father of 17-year-old 
Christopher Allum have paid warm tributes 
to a “very happy” young man who was 
“always smiling” and “always willing to help 
other pupils and friends”.

He had passed his driving test, both theory 
and practical, in just two weeks and was seri¬ 
ous enough about his driving to have also 
completed the Pass Plus scheme. 

Zoe said: “Every time my heart beats I miss 
him. When we feel low he will be there to 
encourage us, I know. 

‘We would like to say thank you to the 
pupils and staff at St Lawrence College for 
all the care they have given Chris over the 
years and now for their support of his family. 

“Also, thank you to everyone for the fantas¬ 
tic and touching tributes they have made to 
him. 

“I don’t think Chris actually realised how

An inquest was opened and adjourned into 
Christopher’s death on Tuesday last week. 


'Memorial to the fallen should 
also honour our recent heroes' 


AN EXTENSION to a war memorial in 
Margate could commemorate those who have 
been killed in recent conflicts. 

Mayor of Margate Ted Watt-Ruffell is keen to 
see the memory of those who died in wars hon¬ 
oured on two new plinths in Trinity Square. 

Cllr Watt-Ruffell, who served with the Royal 
Marines for six years, said: “It’s important to 
show recognition to those men and women 
who lost their lives in more recent conflicts. 

We’re seeking public opinion as to the style 
this will take, whether it is an addition to the 
memorial, a new memorial, or a plaque in a dif¬ 
ferent location.” 

Hundreds of names are engraved on the 
town’s war memorial, but space for 60 more 
could be created. The last addition to the 
memorial was in 1984, on behalf of a family 


who had a loved one killed in Northern Ireland. 

Cllr Watt-Ruffell, whose son, Grantley, is 
serving with the Royal Logistics Corps in 
Afghanistan, said: “Once we have a clear view 
of what the public would like, we will then 
move on to phase two, which will involve cost¬ 
ing the project. 

“The memorial was paid for by public dona¬ 
tion and we will be asking people in the bor¬ 
ough to assist with fund-raising.” 

Margate Civic Society says it will support 
the project with research and contacts to try to 
include as many names as possible.

Beach assault case closed

Tell us something about yourself 


A I was bom during the war in October 1943 
in Gravesend. My mother lived in Grays in 
Essex and my father died of cancer when I was 
nine. After an unspectacular schooling, at 16 I 
joined the catering unit of the RAF and 
became an apprentice chef. 

I worked at military bases, including two- 
and-a-half years in Cyprus. It was while there 
that I helped produce some sponsored fund¬ 
raising sketches which were broadcast by the 
British Forces Broadcasting Service to raise 
money for the Wireless For The Blind Fund. 

Having visited the BFBS studio and been 
very impressed, I used every excuse to visit the 
station. I did try to get myself seconded to the 
forces radio, but they would not accept people 
without relevant experience. 

The problem was how do you get experience? 
In those days there were no media courses. I 
came back to the UK in 1965 and heard Radio 
Caroline and Radio London, known as Big L, 
and thought I would just love to be on some¬ 
thing like that, but clearly they would want 
experienced people, too. 

Anyway, I took a huge gamble and pur¬ 
chased my discharge from the Royal Air Force. 

Luck was on my side as I heard some test 
transmissions being made by Radio Essex on 
222 metres medium-wave from a small fort- 
based pirate coming from Knock John Tower 
in the Thames and sent them a tape of me.

How did you first become involved in pirate radio? 


A I was invited to attend an interview with 
the owner of Radio Essex at Southend-on- 
Sea. While being interviewed, I was asked 
what I did for a living and replied that I was a 
chef at a Folkestone hotel. I never realised that 
in these small stations everyone needed to be 
multi-skilled - it was run on a shoe-string - 
and my cooking ability plus my D Jing was just 
what they needed. It was just days later I 
found myself being literally hauled up on to 
their sea-based gun emplacement which 
served as a base for the radio station.

What kind of music did you broadcast on your show?

cation aspect which gave me the biggest buzz. 
We used to get letters from all over the place - 
it’s hard to explain now, with radio stations all 
over the dial. They were telling us how they 
appreciated what we were doing, particularly 
in the face of threats by the Government to 
close down the pirate stations.

What was the highlight of your pirate radio DJ career? 


A On Radio Essex we played pop music at 
night as the leader stations closed around 
midnight. However, during the day it was 
middle-of-the-road music directed at house¬ 
wives, playing the like of Frank Sinatra and 
Perry Como. I later moved to Radio 355, which 
was much more powerful and played a choice 
of soft pop, rather similar to BBC Radio 2 
nowadays. Then on Radio Caroline it was 
mostly the top 40 charts, known as the 
Caroline Countdown of Sound. 


What was the most enjoyable part of what you did then? 

I certainly enjoyed the music - what a way 
to earn a living - but it was the communi- 


A I suppose it was on August 14, 1967, when 
I arrived on the MV Caroline, the very ship 
I had heard broadcasting back in 1965. It was 
an experience beyond my wildest dreams. 

flTell us about the role Folkestone played in the history of 
pirate radio. 

A Folkestone was used by Radio Invicta, a 
station based on Redsands Fort off 
Whitstable. 

After increased investment, this became the 
popular Radio 390. Offices were originally at 
Oxford House behind the Odeon Cinema in 
Oxford Terrace, but now demolished. Later 
offices were located at Queens House on the 
comer of Sandgate Road and Guildhall Street. 

Years later the Grand (then a hotel) opened 
up a disco called Seventies in the basement - 
most of the audio equipment was ex-pirate 
radio gear. 

Sadly, I never worked for either Radio 
Invicta or Radio 390, even though they were 
virtually on my doorstep.

Former addict has turned his life around and is helping others trapped by drugs 

If I can keep one person out 
of prison, it will be worth if 


Drug addiction's link to crimes committed to pay for the 
habit is well known. Darren Dilloway has served time in 
prison for drug offences but now works with the police and 
drug agencies to help people trapped by addiction. As part 
of our A Safer Kent campaign, taking a behind-the-scenes 
look at the work of Kent Police, TOM BETTS meets a man 
who has been on both sides of the system. 



TURNING your life around when 
you are fighting a £100-a-day drug 
habit is no easy task, but Darren 
Dilloway is living proof that it can 
be done. 

At the peak of his addiction, Darren was liv¬ 
ing in a nightmare, flitting between prison and 
hostels, with a spate of convictions, heroin 
overdoses and near-death experiences under 
his belt. 

He was losing the battle and thinks would be 
dead by now if he hadn’t finally decided to try 
to escape and salvage something from life. 

He said: “At one point I would honestly 
rather have been in prison than free. You get 
three meals a day, have no bills to pay and are 
looked after in a way.” 

Darren, 34, grew up in the Medway towns of 
Gillingham and Chatham and found himself 
in trouble with the police in his early teens. 

He dabbled with drugs such as cannabis, 
ecstasy, cocaine and LSD before an addiction 
to speed got the better of him and he started 
stealing to pay for his habit. 


Skipping school, unemployment, hanging 
around aimlessly and car-crime became the 
norm and he soon found himself inside, where 
he first took heroin. 

“Many people start to do it when they go 
inside as a ‘bird-killer’, to pass the time quick¬ 
er, and when I got out I realised I was addict¬ 
ed,” he said. 

Years of addiction followed, with crack join¬ 
ing heroin on his daily wish-list. 

He said: “All that interested me each day 
was getting money to buy drugs, taking drugs 
and everything that went with it. I knew the 
risks, but still I’d have tried anything. I was 
stuck in a vicious circle.” 

Talking about his crimes, he said: “The worst 
thing I’ve done is street robberies and burg¬ 
laries. 

“At one point I wouldn’t think anything of 
breaking into four or five houses a day at the 
peak of my addiction. It didn’t occur to me that 
there were victims - you don’t really think like 
that.” 

However, after he last came out of prison, for 
a garage robbery, Darren decided he had to 
make a change.

He said: “It had got to the point where I was 
sick of it. I decided I could beat it, but even now 
it’s an ongoing thing. I know that I could walk 
out of here and have the drugs I wanted in my 


hand in an hour, it’s that easy. I have to take 
each day as it comes.” 

Making the break with his old life and many 
old friends and acquaintances was part of the 
process. “I have had to take myself away from 
my old life and isolate myself from a lot of peo¬ 
ple,” he said. 

Darren has been clean for 18 months and 
has carved himself a new life. He has success¬ 
fully completed a rehabilitation requirement 
and day programme and is facing the future 
with a renewed sense of hope. 

Now he is volunteering and helping others 
with their drug problems and has managed to 
get himself a flat in Gillingham to start a 
new life. 

Support 

Eventually he hopes to get a job as a drug 
support worker, helping young people under¬ 
stand what a life as a drug addict can be like. 

He said: “I want my story to be out there as 
it can show people they can turn their lives 
around. 

“It’s hard and you have to be ready and sta¬ 
ble in life, but it is possible. If I can keep one 
person out of prison it will have been worth it.” 

Chief Superintendent Steve Corbishley, who 
is in charge of the Medway area for Kent 
Police, arrested Darren when he was causing 
trouble and has seen him start to turn his life 
around. 

“I am delighted Darren is helping to stop 
others turning to crime,” said Chief Supt 
Corbishley. 

“He can talk to offenders and potential 
offenders in language they understand, and 
get across the message that crime really does 
not pay.”

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Watery web will catch flytippers

KENT has become the first county 
in the UK to use a hi-tech forensic 
marker spray to catch and deter 
flytippers. 

SmartWater is a permanent and invisible 
marking tool that is mainly used to protect 
property, but Clean Kent has now become the 
first agency to use the tool in this innovative 
way. 

The Clean Kent campaign is a multi-agency 
project led by Kent County Council in partner¬ 
ship with district and borough councils, Kent 
Police, Kent Fire and Rescue Service, the 
Crown Prosecution Service, the Highways 
Agency and the Environmental Agency. 

With help from former BBC TV Watchdog 
presenter Nicky Campbell, who now presents 
the breakfast show on Radio 5, the agencies 
demonstrated at Maidstone Studios how 
SmartWater will play a crucial part in the 
ongoing campaign to crack down on flytipping 
in Kent. 

Residents will be able to spray SmartWater 
on household waste before it is disposed of. If 
it is then found illegally dumped, officers can 
detect SmartWater using ultraviolet light and 
trace it back to the trader responsible. 

The invisible coding spray will remain on 
any object permanently, even if it is burnt, 
making it possible to trace the waste back to 


flytippers trying to cover their tracks. Clean 
Kent co-ordinator at KCC, Melanie Price, said: 
“SmartWater has been used throughout the 
country, and globally, to mark property, but we 
have been innovative enough to come up with 
this unique way of using it to deter flytipping. 

“Because it is invisible there is no way a 


trader could know if they are dumping 
unmarked waste illegally or marked waste. 

“We are hoping the risk will deter them and 
reduce fly-tipping in Kent.” 

SmartWater chief executive Phil Cleary, 
whose brother invented the product, said: “The 
use of SmartWater will help reinforce the mes-

sage to criminals that Kent is now a no-go 
zone for flytippers. 

“Through SmartWater, Clean Kent will have 
the technology to pursue convictions and will 
actively do so. 

“SmartWater maintains a 100 per cent con¬ 
viction rate when used as evidence in court, 
which will send a strong message to anyone 
considering flytipping.” 

The scheme is being piloted in the Swale and 
Sevenoaks areas first before it is rolled out to 
the rest of Kent. 

People found guilty of flytipping can face 
prison sentences of up to five years or a maxi¬ 
mum fine of £50,000. 


Railway offer 
'staycationers' 
ride to rescue 


TOURISM bosses have revealed a 14 per cent 
increase in the number of visitors to the 
Garden of England so far this year. 

Visit Kent said families had been flocking 
to attractions such as Leeds Castle and 
Howletts and Port Lympne wild animal 
parks after a summer promotion in conjunc¬ 
tion with train company Southeastern. 

Figures from the tourism partnership show 
that 2,534,491 visitors came to Kent between 
January and July this year, compared with

WITH politicians concentrating on party 
conferences and debating the date for the 
general election, youngsters in Ramsgate 
are also about to hit the campaign trail. 

Elections for head-boy and head-girl at 
Newington Community Primary School 
get under way in early October. 

Nominations are being made and year 
six pupils will vote for a shortlist of five. 

Those pupils will then hit the Newing¬ 
ton election trail in earnest, preparing 
speeches and designing campaign 
material. 

Thanet South MP Dr Steve Ladyman 
and Newington ward district councillors 
Richard Nicholson and Mike Harrison, 
who is chairman of the governors, have 
been invited to watch the campaign. 

Elected 

They will pass on tips and inspire can¬ 
didates in their bids to get elected. 

Candidates will tour the playground to 
meet the voters and take part in question- 
and-answer sessions in classes. 

Polling day will be Friday, October 16, 
when every pupil and staff member will 
cast their votes. The results will be 
revealed the following Monday. 

Head-teacher Cliff Stokes said: “Our 
head-boy and head-girl will be elected as 
part of a democratic process and they will 
play an important role in school life until 
July, acting as a link between pupils and 
staff, and greeting guests at public func¬ 
tions. 

‘We believe it is important for pupils to 
understand how democracy works and 
the relevance of it within our school and 
the wider community.” 


THE Charles Dickens School in 
Broadstairs has signalled its com¬ 
mitment to pupils by signing up to 
a new technology charter.

With this scheme we can 
take learning to a new level. 

“The charter will enable us to take opportun¬ 
ities creatively to encourage proactive learn¬ 
ing and raise the aspirations of our students. 

“Already 93 per cent of our students go on to 
further education and we believe that figure 
will continue to rise. 

“It will encourage teachers to think differ¬ 
ently about how they deliver technology, with 
the accent on personalised learning. 

“The charter is a brilliant way for us to show 
pupils, parents and the community that we 


are committed to using ICT in the best way 
that we can.” 

Stephen Crowne, chief executive of Becta, 
said: “Technology in the classroom is no longer 
a distant dream. It is part of everyday life and 
schools need to ensure they don’t get left 
behind. 

“The charter will help thousands of schools 
develop their use of technology, so we will 
have a world-class education system where all 
young people are inspired and motivated.” 

The Charles Dickens School is also progress¬ 
ing well with the first part of its multi¬ 
million-pound expansion programme under the 
Building Schools For The Future programme. 

A new complex for art, music and modem 
languages featuring hi-tech resources is 
scheduled to open in February. 

Mr Olsson said: “Our school is developing 
rapidly to meet the challenges and opportuni¬ 
ties created as education changes, with a raft 
of new diplomas coming online to augment 
vocational and academic qualifications.”

Gerry O'Donnell wants to save the isle's buildings of yesteryear from decay 



Thanet council is letting our 
architectural heritage fade 


A PETITION was organised recently to 
‘save’ Albion House. All very worthy and 
supportable. But effective? Probably not. 

The district council owns that property and can 
effectively do what it likes with it. It has chosen 
to let the building rot. But more of that later. 

I believe that Ramsgate Town Council can save 
the building. It can buy it outright, at a 
discounted price, to allow for the years of neglect 
by the present owner, Thanet council. 

But what would we do with it? 

I have undergone several Damascene con¬ 
versions over the past five years. So it is with 
Albion House. I did go on record, when I was 
organising the parish petition, as saying it ought 
to be the home of the new Ramsgate Town 
Council. And so it has become. 

Now I have moved on because I thought it was 
right to do so. I still think that Albion House 
ought to be bought by the town council for the 
people of Ramsgate and held in trust - but 
instead turned into our town museum. 

It should be restored to what it would have 
looked like when Princess Victoria stayed there 
in the 1830s. It would be a great tourist 


attraction. We could ask the Queen to donate or 
lend some of her ancestor’s furniture and artwork 
currently gathering dust in storage. The top floor 
could be converted into a flat for a curator. 

Ramsgate Town Council and offices should be 
housed in the town itself, where it would be more 
accessible. It could also host the Tourist 
Information Centre and other town-related 
offices, partnerships and so on. 

In this way costs could be minimised - or a 
profit made for rate-payers. The beautiful and 
iconic Custom House would be ideal. 

Which brings me back to rotting buildings. 

Antony Swain, heritage architect for Margate 
Old Town, told me years ago that he begged 
Thanet council to save the old (17th- and 18th- 
century) buildings in Ramsgate’s York Street 
before they fell down. The council ignored his 
authoritative pleas. 

Similarly, I begged the district council in 2004 
to do something about the Royal Victoria Pavilion 
(casino) as Rank, the tenant, was neglecting it. 
Only now is Thanet council acting. 

And of course let’s not forget poor, falling-down 
West Cliff Hall (Thanet council-owned). Custom 
House has also been badly neglected. 


All along the seafront, from the Royal Victoria 
Pavilion to what was once the Marina swimming 
pool, wantonly neglected and demolished by 
Thanet council and now an under-used car park, 
we have dilapidation, neglect or holes in the 
ground or cliff-face. 

The only culprit behind this appalling state of 
affairs was and is Thanet council. 

Yet, in a monumental piece of hypocrisy, at 
least to my eyes and perhaps yours, it has voted 
to compulsorily purchase 1, The Marina, Marine 
Esplanade, from its owner, at minimum 
compensation, because it wants the partially- 
demolished building restored exactly as was. 

Never mind that the building had been falling 
down for 20 years before the developer bought it 
in 2007 and that the district council did nothing 
to force the previous owner to make good. 

I wish I could have forced a compulsory 
purchase order on Thanet council and the other 
neglectful owners, at minimum compensation, 
who, for some reason, seem to escape so lightly. 

I wish Thanet council could be subjected to a 
searching public inquiry into its handling of 
these matters. 

But it won’t be, more’s the pity.

Why we must act 
to clean the Stour 

The Environment Agency has 
indicated that the River Stour 
estuary and Pegwell Bay, plus 
the Stour upstream to above 
Ashford, is among the lowest two 
per cent of river sections for 
water quality. 

At times of low rainfall, up to 
70 per cent of the water in the 
mid-Stour between Ashford and 
Canterbury has passed through 
the Ashford sewage plant. 

Chemicals such as oestrogen 
are not filtered out and they 
severely affect wildlife. 

Similarly, the River Medway 
has badly polluted stretches. The 
Government is committed to the 
target of 95 per cent of rivers 
meeting European ‘good’ or ‘very 
good’ standards by 2015, but it 
will have its work cut out to 
achieve this. 

Factors affecting pollution of 
rivers in Kent and Medway 
include sewage run-off, reduced 
summer rainfall, poor farming 
practices and the heavy demand 
for drinking water. 

If we don’t clean up the rivers, 
a variety of species will be 
damaged or will not return to our 
rivers. This would include otters, 
kingfishers and water voles. 

KCC needs to adjust the Kent 
environment strategy and use 
available resources to assist in 
the clean-up of our rivers. 

The cost of meeting standards 
for England and Wales would be 
about £9 billion. This is a price 
we should pay to conserve wildlife.

The 17th Tenterden Folk Festival takes place this 
weekend with something to entertain everyone 


FROM Morris dance to the 
music of the Appalachian 
Mountains, there is plenty 
going on at the Tenterden 
Folk Festival. 

Now in its 17th year, the festival 
offers a busy programme of concerts, 
workshops, dance displays and fairs 
which are sure to keep folk fans of all 
ages entertained. 

The public events get under way on 
Friday night with an English bam 
dance in the Moulton Hall, with 
music from Geckoes, pictured below 
inset, and the festival continues with 


a tempting array of activities and 
entertainment. 

Visitors can even enjoy perform¬ 
ances on the move as dance sides, 
musicians and singers visit the Kent 
& East Sussex Railway. 

This year’s highlights include two 
special shows featuring regional folk 
songs and music.

Although many of the acts are 
well-known names on the local folk 
scene, the audience will also meet 
Dave Mason, a young poet from 
Tenterden who wrote The Kentish 
Woman’s Way. There will also be a 
performance by Bethersden farming 
clan The Millen Family, who still 
cherish a long-standing singing tra¬ 
dition. 

At the end of the show, which takes 
place in the Saddlery at the side of 
the White Lion at 6pm, all the artists 
will join in a rendition of The 
Whitstable May Song. 

The second special concert will be 
held in the Evans Bar of the 
Tenterden Club at 1.30pm on 
Sunday, when Wiltshire songs will be 
performed in Sing the Year Round. 

Tinkers Bag will be providing the 
entertainment, singing the songs that 
have been enjoyed at concerts and 
folk clubs in Wiltshire and beyond.

The humble origin of a 
highly-evolved career

PAUL Bettany has been wowing 
theatre-goers and independent 
movie fans for years, but it took his 
buttock-baring turn as Chaucer in 
A Knight’s Tale for Hollywood big¬ 
wigs to sit up and take notice. 

He now cites roles in The Da Vinci Code and 
Oscar-winning movies A Beautiful Mind, 
where he met his wife Jennifer Connelly, and 
Master And Commander among his impres¬ 
sive resume. But his latest role has proved his 
most daunting yet. 

In Creation, Bettany plays the revolutionary 
scientist Charles Darwin, author of arguably 
the most explosive book in history, On the 
Origin of Species. 

Published 150 years ago, the book was a cul¬ 
mination of more than 20 years of research 
inspired by his travels as a young man. 

In the work, he revealed a scientific explana¬ 
tion for the diversity of species, including the 
evolution of man, and forever changed the way 
we view our place in the world. 

Creation is based upon Annie’s Box, a book 
written by Darwin’s great-great grandson, 
Randal Keynes. 

In it, we see Darwin as a young and vibrant 
family man - albeit one whose mental and 
physical health gradually buckles under the 
weight of guilt and grief for a lost child, his 
beloved ten-year-old daughter, Annie. 

A man tom between his love for his deeply 
religious wife and his own growing belief in a 
world where God has no place, Darwin even 
wrote that by effectively Tailing’ God he felt 
like he was “confessing a murder”. 

So there’s much to talk about as I prepare to 
interview the 38-year-old actor. Opening a

door, I step into a grand but dimly-lit room. 
There is shelf upon shelf of books but no sign 
of Mr Bettany, so I take a seat and only then 
do I notice the soles of two feet hanging off the 
end of a line of chairs. 

“Um... Paul,” the PR says gently and a rather 
tired looking Bettany pops his head up. 

It turns out Bettany is feeling rather poorly 
but, ever the professional, he takes his seat 
under the spotlight and ploughs on. 


His blue eyes may look slightly glassy but 
even in this exhausted state, Bettany still 
makes a striking figure. Tall and slim, his hair 
shaved for a film role but it only maximises his 
razor-sharp cheekbones. 

“Darwin’s a bit of a hero of mine. I think he 
was an extraordinarily brave human being,” 
he says in quiet but well-spoken words. “I like 
the idea of a person who is a social conserva¬ 
tive having this revolutionary idea.” 

He felt particularly close to his character 
while filming at Darwin’s actual home, Down 
House in Kent: “It was beautiful. I am not par¬ 
ticularly sentimental but I was really moved. I 
found it extraordinary to walk that walk 
where a great deal of his thinking was done. 
You felt a bit like a ghost for a second.”

SEATTLE, it is said, is a city where 
salmon swim upstream in the mid¬ 
dle of town and bald eagles share 
the sky with aeroplanes. 

Our whistle-stop tour of the entire state 
began in the city, whose defining landmark - 
despite the tourist information pack’s vision of 
spawning fish and rare birds of prey - is prob¬ 
ably the Space Needle building, which dwarfs 
all that it surrounds. 

However, it’s the 100-year-old Pike Place 
Market, a bustling food centre near the city’s 
harbour, that gives the region its lifeblood. 

Bustling food stalls are often the most photo¬ 
genic of settings, but this one is an assault on 
the senses, with vivid colours, eardrum-burst¬ 
ing shrieks from market traders and smells 
that linger across the city. From elite restau¬ 
rants frequented by Hollywood star Robin 
Williams to market stalls lined with bargains, 
it is a veritable feast for even the most 
demanding foodie. 

Even when you leave the city, you needn’t 
look far for your next bite. Surrounded by a 
fishing harbour and vast fertile countryside 
within an hour’s drive, it is not hard to see how 
Pike Place became a success. 

Located in the Pacific Northwest, Seattle is 
surrounded on all sides by the windswept 
waters of Puget Sound. 

Touring could not be easier, with boat cruis¬ 
es, open-top buses and monorails among the 
options. A favourite, if somewhat indulgent, 
choice is a short sightseeing flight with 
Kenmore Air (www.kenmoreair.com). 

The trip takes you across the surprisingly 
Metropolis-like city towards the sprawling 
millionaire waterfront pads, including Bill 
Gates’ extravagant home. 


And tourists who can tear themselves away 
from the city are also in for a pleasant sur¬ 
prise. Washington State, blessed with spectac¬ 
ular natural assets, has added to its lure by 
offering an enticing combination of fine local 
wine and produce. 

We travelled to the town of Spokane on a 
short internal flight and stayed in the welcom¬ 
ing boutique setting of Hotel Lusso. After an 
artery-busting breakfast on a train carriage at 
Frank’s Diner, our escape to the countryside 
was welcome. 

Talk to anyone in rural Washington, and 
they are likely to bend your ear about wine. 

The region struggles to compete commercial¬ 
ly with California, but locals are tremendous¬ 
ly proud of their vineyards, which have almost 


doubled in size during the past five years. 

Tasting trips can take you to Richland and 
Walla Walla, where you will drink more than 
enough to make you an overnight connoisseur. 

After the fine wines and fresh local produce, 
including spectacular cheeses, you will be 
more than ready for a little exercise. 

Our solution was to take to the water in 
kayaks. The instructor from Spokane’s Parks 
and Recreation (tel: +001 509 625 6200) who 
guided us through the idyllic Little Spokane 
River, was as calm as the tranquil waters we 
followed downstream. 

With the sun beating down on us, we barely 
realised we had passed an entire afternoon as 
we paddled our way through the region’s rich, 
lush grassland.

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Still the nation of gazumpers 



BAD NEWS DAY: Research shows that one in five of us are happy to shatter the dreams of other home-buyers

A STUDY has found that gazump¬ 
ing continues to be a significant 
issue in the UK property market. 

Despite the slow sales that have been such a 
feature of the property downturn, more than 
one person in 10 who responded to a question 
about sales being hijacked at the last minute 
said they had been a victim of such actions. 

And more than one in five said that if the 
opportunity arose for them to pursue a last- 
minute sale at the expense of another pur¬ 
chaser, they would do so without taking 
anyone else’s feelings into consideration. 

Gazumping happens when someone makes 
an offer on a property that is agreed to, only for 
someone to come in at the last minute and 
make the purchase with a higher offer. 

It works because any agreement between 
buyer and seller is not recognised in law until 
a contract has been signed. 

It is the period between when an offer is 
made and when a contract is signed that cre¬ 
ates room for gazumping, with the original 
buyer losing out if they will not beat the later 
offer. 

The figures mean home-buyers could be 
forking out up to £290 million annually in 
pointless surveys, searches and lawyers’ fees 
when they are gazumped at the last hurdle, 
according to a new study from leading inde¬ 
pendent personal finance website Fool.co.uk. 


From a survey of 2,000 of its readers, 
Fool.co.uk - which was looking at malpractice 
within the industry - found that 12 per cent 
had been gazumped over the past year. 

More startlingly, 22 per cent revealed they 


would attempt to gazump a sale if they could, 
and the property were desirable enough, with 
11 per cent describing it as a “necessary evil”. 

Gazumping is especially a problem for first¬ 
time buyers, who are unlikely to have the 


available capital to match a gazumping bid, 
especially when more than 10 per cent of the 
UK property market is now powered by buy- 
to-let operations with deeper pockets. 

According to Alison Hunt at Fool.co.uk, there 
are some basic steps that a buyer can attempt 
to make to prevent gazumping: 

1. Insist the property is removed from the 
market. 

2. Sell your property before buying another. 

3. Exchange contracts as quickly as possible. 

4. Maintain a good relationship with the 
seller. 

5. Work with agents on an exclusive basis. 

In the meantime, buyers are warned to be 

aware of the risk of being gazumped, though 
as house prices stall, and sales volume stalls, 
property-buyers may be increasingly less like¬ 
ly to suffer from being gazumped. 

David Kuo, head of personal finance at 
Fool.co.uk, said: “For many people, the pur¬ 
chase of a house will probably be the biggest 
single acquisition they will ever make. 

“It can take months of searching to find the 
ideal home and anything that dashes the 
dream can be emotionally draining, especially 
if it is the result of being gazumped. 

“But it’s not only emotions that get hurt 
when you are gazumped - finances can take a 
battering, too. 

“Consequently, it is important to minimise 
the chances of being gazumped, though it is 
not possible to eliminate the risk completely. 

“It is sometimes said that gazumping is the 
price we pay for free-market competition.”

Confidence grows as 
investors back property 

ALMOST half of UK consumers believe 
that buying property is the best way to 
invest money. 

In a study by Scottish Widows, 48 per cent 
of those polled said investing in property 
was the best way to maximise returns on 
hard-earned cash. 


This figure is a significant increase on 12 
months ago, when just 28 per cent of those 
surveyed cited property as the best choice of 
investment. 

Commenting on the results, Jason Butler 
of Bloomsbury Financial Planning said 
investors should avoid “backing one horse”, 
adding that there was no such thing as a 
“best investment”. 

He acknowledged that many investors 
“want to invest in [property] over and above 
other investments”. 

However, he warned that investors look¬ 
ing to build their property portfolio should 
proceed with caution because the property 
market fluctuated depending on the bor¬ 
rowing options available. 


FIRST-TIME buyers will be happy to learn 
that mortgage-lenders are now asking for 
lower deposits. 

According to Mortgageforce, the average 
deposit required in August was 21.25 per cent 

- down from 25 per cent the previous month. 
The move is regarded as a sign that confi¬ 
dence is returning after months of gloom. 

Katie Tucker, Mortgageforce technical man¬

However, Ms Tucker also advises borrowers 
to be clear about the difference between ‘dis¬ 
count’ and ‘tracker’ loans, explaining that 
discount rates do not follow the base rate. 

They are instead linked to bank and build¬ 
ing society standard variable rates, which can 
be changed at the lender’s whim. 

In related news, prospective buyers should 
be aware that from January next year, stamp 
duty will be reintroduced on properties over 
£125,000.

when needed, while sipping fuel when driven 
sensibly, all helped by a beautifully weighted 
six-speed gearbox. 

A mid-life facelift added some of BMW’s 
EfficientDynamics technology; energy recov¬ 
ery from braking now tops-up the battery to 
prevent the alternator sapping engine power. 

As usual, official fuel figures are optimistic, 
but averaging nearly 50mpg is not unreason¬ 
able unless you exploit the engine’s low-mid 
range punch and amazing poise for such a big 
car (0-62mph in 8.3 seconds); balance and 
economy is helped by all-aluminium bodywork 
ahead of the windscreen. It will hustle along 
country lanes making about as much fuss as it 
does when quietly cruising motorways.

TERRY Yorath says he took the 
decision to resign as Margate man¬ 
ager because he didn’t want the 
club to be fighting a relegation 
battle at Christmas. 

The Blues were in the relegation zone when 
the former Wales manager decided to call time 
on his reign as Gate boss last Thursday. 

Yorath told the players of his decision at the 
AFC Hornchurch game on Saturday and 
insists he is departing on good terms. 

He told Yourthanet: “I had a long chat with 
the chairman and there were some things I 
could not agree with and that was it. 

“To be quite honest, it was as simple as that. 
What I said to the chairman was there was 
one problem: I did not want this club to be in 
this position at Christmas time and then me 
resigning or them getting rid of me. 

“I said if he wants me to go and I want to 
resign now, then let’s do it now.” 

The 59-year-old joined Blues in June last 
year as the club’s director of football before 
taking over from Barry Ashby as manager in 
October. 

Despite at times bringing an attractive 
brand of football to Hartsdown Park, he was 
unable to prevent Margate finishing in the 


bottom four of the Ryman Premier League 
last season, although the club were given a 
reprieve from relegation. 

He managed to bring in the experienced 
John Keister, Steve West, Paul Nicholls, Lloyd 
Blackman and Ben Lewis to help bolster his 
side this season, but once again they have 
struggled to be consistent. 

Yorath said: “The players shouldn’t be in the 
position they are in. We have had injuries and 
suspensions and that hasn’t helped, but they 
are a lot better than what they are showing. 


“Margate is a smashing club that has a core 
of supporters that takes more fans away than 
most of the teams in the league. 

“With most of the games being in London, 
that’s a big sacrifice. I got on well with the fans, 
they took to me and have not been harsh with 
their criticism -1 think we had a good rapport.” 

Neville Southall, who is interested in taking 
over as manager, remains in charge as 
caretaker boss, but Yourthanet understands 
that he won’t be asked to take over in a full¬ 
time capacity.
